never tells the same story 
twice. A new chapter is add- 
ed almost every day—some- 
' times oftener than that. 


It could be called a "melting 


pot" of local society. Its story is 
one of people, the makers of his- 
tory. This story is often sad, even 
tragic, but always interesting. 


Beyond the tombstones and grave 


markers are nearly 17,000 stories 
of accomplishments, good and bad 
deeds, heartbreaks, scandals and 
a touch of humor here and there. 


Some of these *ories are told in 


part by the size of the marker or 
by a few simple words chisled in 
atone.

Probably the first chapter was 


written in 1836, only 18 years after 
niinoH became a state andjeix 
yeew after Father John Dixon 
founded the city. 


According to a local historical 


account prepared by the Methodist 
Church, a fellow named Lafferty 
came to what was then known as 
"Dixon's Ferry" in the fall of 1836 
to marry the daughter of the Meth- 
odiet minister, the Rev. Alexander 
Irvtoe.

John P. Devine, Well-Known 
Dixon Attorney, Dies at 77 
Democratic 
Leader Had 
Fine Career 


Was Legislator for 
24 Years; Funeral 
To Be Held Monday 
John P. Devine, 77, 408 E. 


Everett St., Dixon, distin- 
guished Lee County attorney 
and 
"Mr. 
Democrat" in 


Northern Illinois political cir- 
cles, died at 10 p. m. Friday 
in his home after a lengthy 
illness. 


Mr. Devine, who practiced law 


in-Dixon for more than 50 years, 
had also served 24 years In the 
state legislature, his- final two 
years as the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, a post he per- 
formed with notable success. 


Although Mr. Devine had been in 


failing health for the pest year, he 
nevertheless made occasional trips 
to "his law office of Dixon, Devine 
and Ray. He was senior partner in 
the firm formerly known as Dixon,' 
Devine and Bracken, the latter 
partner, Robert Bracken,,now Lee 
county circuit judge. 


Held En Esteem 


The veteran lawyer was not only 


highly-respected- in- legal circles, 
he also had many friends in the 
political world. .Leaders of both 
parties held him in esteem as a 
man of principle and dignity. . ' 


He began life as a farm boy, born 


near Harmon, and worked with his 
father, James, on the farm and as 
a road builder. At one time he- 
and his father operated a quarry 
near Swissvffle. Later he studied 
law at old Dixon College, some-' 
times at nights, being admitted to 
the bar in 1904. 


In May of this year, the Illinois 


State Bar Association awarded him 
a Senior Counsellor certificate for 
his half-century in the state legal- 
profession. Two other classmates 
of Mr. Devine, Henry Warner and 
John Shaulis, both of Dixon, were 
similarly honored. 


In 1939, Mr. Devine had the hon- 


or of nominating Warner for Grand 
Exalted Ruler of" the Elks. Warner 
won the election. 


Elected In 1912 


He was elected to the legislature 


in 1912 as a Democratic represen- 
tative from this district and served 
continuously through 1936. 


He had also served as Democrat- 


ic committeeman for the Sixth 
Illinois district, a delegate to the 
national Democratic conventions 
in 1932 and 1936. and was president

of the local Bar Association in 
1951. 


After- completing his service in 


the legislature, the House appro- 
priated |500 to have his portrait 
painted and hung in the House 
galleries. He was the first Speak- 
er in Illinois history to be so 
honored. It has since become a 
custom. 


At the time of his death he was 


serving as referee in bankruptcy 
for the U.S. District Court, North- 
ern District of Illinois, Western 
division. He was'appointed to the 
post in 1951. 


Mentioned for Governor 


So prominent was Mr. Devine in 


political circles, that he was con- 
sidered, by state Democratic lead- 
ers as a possible candidate- for 
governor in 1943. However, he 
later retired from active partici- 
pation in politics to devote most of 
his time to private law practice. 
His law partner, Sherwood Dixon, 
served as lieutenant governor un- 


der Gov. Adlai Stevenson from 
1948 until 1952. ' 


A local civic leader, a Republi- 


can, said of" Mr.- Devine today: 
"He was a giant of a man in stat- 
ure, and as a citizen and as an 
American." 


That was a Angular tribute to a 


man who, despite long and meri- 
torious service to his home state 
of Illinois, said in an interview at 
the time of his being honored by 
the Illinois Bar, that his political 
career was "only incidental." that 
his "first love" was his general 
law practice in-Dixon. 


Born in Harmon 


Mr. Devine was bom in Harmon, 


Jan. 22, 187f, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. James Devine. After studying 
for the bar and being admitted-to 
practice, he began practice in Dix- 
on and in 1927 the firm of Dixon, 
Devine and .Bracken was formed.

The Commission ruled that' the

However, Carl, Peterson, pro- 


prietor of the Rainbow Inn, has 
20 days in which to appeal the 
Commission's ruling', according to 
A. C. Higby, chairman of the 
county liquor commitee. 


Higby said that he will not at- 


tempt to enforce ,his committee's 
suspension order for at least 20 
days. 


The county liquor committee, ap- 


proved a 10-day suspension order 
against the establishment on Aug. 
22 because of an alleged closing- 
hour-violation.

If and when the 10-day'suspen- 


sion goes into effect against the 
establishment, it will affect only 
the sale of' alcoholic beverages— 
not the serving of food. 


The case Is the first test of the 


new state law in Lee County. This 
law provides that the tayem op- 
erator accused of a violation* is 
entitled to a hearing before any 
action is taken, then is given 20 
days in which to appeal th« rul- 
ing. 


Under this law, the tavern oper- 


ator is eligible to disregard a rul- 
ing while his appeal is pending- 
provided it is made within the 
allotted time.

Q—My problem concerns care of 


rhododendrons. Should they have 
a special kind of fertilizer put on 
the soil around them? If so, how 
much and how often? 


A—The answer II'PS in the prep- 


aration of the soil prior to plant- 
ing. Rhododendrons must have a 
gravelly, humusy, acid soil. While 
they want ample moisture the noil 
should not be soggy, hence the 
need of a well drained location. 
Feeding in early spring and late 
summer with an organic commer- 
cial fertilizer made especialty ,for 
rhododendrons, aralea* and other 
acid-soil plant* is recommended. 
You can make your own by mix- 
ing one part superphosphate and 
six parts cottonseed meal, apply- 
ing it at the rate of 3'/» pounds per 
100 sq. ft. of area. Cultivate It 
lightly into the soil and then water.

Q—What happened to my petu- 


nias? They were beautiful, healthy 
plants for about 10 weeks, then al- 
most overnight they wilted and 
died. No evidence of insects. 


A—The failure of your petunias 


was most likely due to a fungus 
root rot. I would plant in another 
location next jear and treat the 
soil prior to planting with a fungi- 
cide like Semesan, using 1 table- 
spoon to 1 gallon of water. Re- 
place soil in window boxes with 
sterilized new soil.

Q—We put in a new lawn and 


covered it with straw. Could we 
keep the straw on until spring or 
must we remove it before mow- 
ing? 


A—The retention ot the straw 


until spring depends upon the 
amount used. If it is only 2 or 3 
straws deep, allow it to remain- 
but if heavier, remove just that 
which conies easily. Mow the 
grass as long as it continues to 
grow, setting the mower to cut l'/j 
inches.

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Hitler's Shade Banished 


It was inevitable that great attention would be paid to 


the released German war prisoners who could give the first 
eyewitness accounts of Adolph Hitler's last days in Berlin. 


The men who have been freed, one of them Hitler s body 


servant and another his personal pilot, agree that their 
leader committed suicide with his longtime friend, Eva 
Braun. Both say the bodies of the two w.ere burned to 
ashes outside the bombproof bunker in the German chan- 
cellery grounds, where Hitler had frantically directed the 
Nazi war effort in its final phase. 
The effect of this firsthand testimony is to confirm one 


of the most remarkable intelligence performances recorded 
in World War H A British intelligence officer, H. R. Tre- 
vor-Roper, painstakingly dug out the final chapter of the 
Hitler story from captured documents, testimony of such 
witnesses as were in Allied hands, and the physical evidence 
in and around the bunker.*

As a matter of fact, Heinz Linge. the Hitler body serv- 


ant now freed, was one of Trevor-Roper's sources. His de- 
tailed diary was left behind and came into British possession. 


In spite of this generally very convincing report, the 


legend persisted from the outset that Hitler had not died 
but somehow had made his way out of Germany to a hiding 
place abroad, Lisbon or Buenos Aires or some such spot. 
There" was no shred of evidence to support this notion. 


The chief reason it did not perish was most likely the 


wish of many Nazi people to believe that Hitler still lived. 
They could cling to only one fact: that utterly no trace was 
found of Hitler's body—no ashes, no bones, nothing. 


Linge now comes forward to help extinguish that frail 


spark of hope. He declares that he himself assisted in re- 
ducing Hitler's body to ashes and disposing of them in a 
manner which assured there would be no trace left.

- If the legend persists beyond these disclosures, it will be 
a thing wholly of the imaginations of the men -who want to 
believe. 


More realistic men will see finality written in the eye- 


witness confirmation now given to Trevor-Roper's story. 


We who love life^and liberty may not readily understand 


why Hitler could find no course but death. But he had 
tasted the anguish of prison before, and even in the unlikely 
event he could have escaped to exile, he might have found 
such self-banishment nearly as painful. 


He knew his ultimate death at Allied hands was a strong 


probability. Since that was so, he chose to manage the last 
act, according to his own lights. With the sanmflair for the 
dramatic that marKed so jnuch of his life, he wrote the 
closing scene as a sort of modern-day, Wagnerian "twilight 
of the gods." 
Hitler saw himself the whole way as a man-of destiny, 


living a life that was a,work of art. Such a life cannot end 
without artistic flourish.:Mpre than ever now, it seems plain 
he supplied the stunning conclusion, he believed the grim cir- 
cumstances called for.

It Pays To El 
Married. 
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Prairie Pirates Burn Ogle Courthouse... Court Records Safe...Bold Robbery in Dixoii

From time to lime in writing: the "Notebook," we'vt 


mentioned the Prairie Pirates,- that group of robbers, 
counterfeiters and murderers who infested the Rock 
River Valley in the 1830s and early 1840s. 


Today we'll re-tell the story of "when the Ogle County 


courthouse was burned, presumably by the Pirates in an 
attempt to free several of their com- 
rades from the county jail.

Ogle County's first courthouse was 


almost complete on Sunday night, 
March 21, 1841. A term of the court 
was scheduled to begin the next day 
in the new building. 
Six prisoners 


were in jail awaiting trial. To pick up 
the narrative from an old Ogle County 
history: 


All day Sunday the town was full of 
Racer HMMIHMO* 


men known to belong to the Prairie Pirates, evidently 
watching the movements of the court officers—the clerk, 
the sheriff, etc. Mr. B. T. Phelps, at that time clerk of 
the circuit court, kept the books and papers of the office 
at his residence. On Sunday evening he loaded the rec- 
ords on a wheelbarrow, and started to remove them to the 
courthouse to have them in readiness when court was 
called the next morning. When part of the way from 
his house, he was met by Mr. E. R. Dodge, a lawyer of 
Ottawa, who could not find accommodations at the hotel 
because of its crowded condition, and who was on his 
way to Phelps' residence to claim his hospitality for the 
night. Luckily, Mr. Phelps did not come on to the court- 
house with the records, but turned back with Mr. Dodge, 
taking the papers back with him and storing them away 
in his house. 


About midnight the alarm of fire was raised, 


and the citizens found their new courthouse in 
flames that were «o far und«r headway that it 
was impossible to stay their progress, and it was 
burned to the ground.

A man who had been employed in building the court- 


house, Hugh Ray, had used the building as a sleeping 
place afteu it was enclosed enough to protect him from 
the weather. He escaped the flames at the last possible 
moment, but the fire destroyed his clothes and tools. 


The history continues: 
When the citizens reached the burning building they 


found the prisoners already up, dressed and apparently 
watching and waiting for their "hour, of delivery." But 
it came not. The flames did not reach the jail, although 
it stood but a few rods from the burning courthouse. It 
was the belief of the citizens at the time, and the belief 
was afterwards verified by the confessions or admissions 
of some members of the gang, that the building was 
fired by the buccaneers under the opinion that the court 
records had been deposited there by JPhelps on Sunday 
evening, as he had started to do, and that it was their 
purpose to destroy the indictments against their confed- 
erates, and, in the excitement and confusion consequent 
upon the fire, also secure the release of their imprisoned 
co-workers in iniquity, but their purpose was abandoned. 


The sitting of the court was not deferred. The men 


were tried in another building.

In addition to showing the boldness of the 


Prairie Pirates, the burning of the Ogle County 
courthouse had other repercussions. 


It seems to have been a pattern In the early 


days that each fledgling county have a fight over 
which young community should be the county 
seat. The burning of the courthouse served to 
revive the question in Ogle County. 
Between the burning and the erection of a new build- 


ing, there was considerable agitation to. move the gov- 
ernment to another village.' The history says: 


The feeling that had been engendered against Ore- 


gon City by the Dixon interests before the erection of Lee 
County, had never fully died out, and when it became 
necessary to build a new courthouse, the smouldering 
embers of that fiery opposition were fanned into new Me, 
and the excitement ran pretty high. Mt. Morris, Days- 
ville, Grand de Tour and Byron, were candidates for 
county seat honors. The friends of each place devised 
plans and schemes for a divsion of the county, each dif- 
ferent plan being so defined as to make the favorite town 
the grand center. But single-handed and alone, Oregon 
City maintained the supremacy, and finally gained what 
proved to be a permanent victory. During the agitation 
of this question, the county authorities took no action to- • 
wards the erection of public buildings, but let the matter 
remain in abeyance. 


In the latter part of March, 1843, (two years 


after the courthouse fire) a call WM iMued for a 
mas* meeting of the people of the county, to be 
held in Oregon, to take action In regard to the 
matter, and to adopt such measures a* would set- 
tle the question beyond further dispute. 
Mt. Morris, Grand de Tour, Daysville and Byron 


were represented in full force. 
Mr. Phelps and the 


other representative men of Oregon City were not indif 
ferent to the issue involved, and had secured the pres 
"ence of every one friendly to their interests. Speeches 
were made by representative men from each of the con- 
testing villages, each of them claiming superior county 
seat advantages. 
After each of the spokesmen had ex 


hausted their arguments, the question of location was sub- 
mitted to a vote of the meeting, which resulted in favor 
of Oregon City by a small majority—Daysville giving 
up the contest before the vote was taken, and voting with 
Mr. Phelps and his friends for Oregon City. 


A resolution was then passed asking the county com 


missioners to proceed at once with the erection of a one 
story brick courthouse on the foundations of the one de- 
stroyed by fire, a number of persons pledging them- 
selves to assist in its erection and to take town lots in 
payment for their labor. The meeting then adjourned, 
waded down town through the slush (the area had an ex- 
ceptionally late spring that year), and, in bumpers of 
the best whisky to be had in the embryo city, provided 
at the expense of the Oregon people, pledged each other 
to bury the hatchet, let by-gones be by-gones, and work 
together for the common good of the county, after which 
the delegates retired to their respective home. 
The 


county seat question was settled.

Former Cop 
Convicted 
Of Murder 


OKLAHOMA CITY—'JB—Otto A. 


Loel, a one-time Oregon police 
chief, Friday night was sentenced 
to die in the electric chair for the 
sex slaying of 31-year-old Califor- 
nia housewife in a motel here. 


Loel sat stoically in the tense 


courtroom as a District Court jury 
returned the death verdict in the 
brutal knifing of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Jeanne Henderson. 


There was a twisted half-smile 


on his face and he stared at the 
floor as the verdict was read. 


"I told my story, and it was 


true," he said to his attorney as 
he was led from the room. 


His story was a startling, sen- 


sational tale of being sexually at- 
tacked by the woman travelling 
companion in a motel Jan. 10, 
1954. 
He said Mrs. Henderson 


tried to force an unnatural sexual 
act on him, and fought him when 
he rebuffed her. 


The surprise testimony contra- 


dicted an earlier statement by 
Loel. who had told FBI officers 
he killed the woman during a 
drunken brawl. 


The 44-year-old defendant was 


described as an "odd-ball" and a 
"queer duck" with a fiction-like 
background. 
He once deserted 


from the Navy, once was" a dope- 
runner on the China Coast and 
one* was police chief of Sandy, 
Ore. 


He told of having been married 


to five women, including a Chinese 
girl he bought. 


After being placed on the FBI's 


list of 10 most wanted criminals, 
Loel was arrested in Sanford. Fla.. 
a year after the Oklahoma City 
slaying. 


The jury deliberated seven hours i 


before returning the verdict. Judge!

Picture Framing Hints 
Featured in Column by 
Home Adviser Pilgrim

At our special lesson this past Monday we went into picture fram- 


ing. Many things were considered such as mounting pictures, selecting 
the correct color of mat, learning how to cut it and where to use pic- 
tures appropriately.

Pictures on our walls should be chosen carefully. It is an individual 


matter and each person needs to do the job for himself. In other 
words, it Is poor taste to give pictures,for wedding 
presents or as a gift—unless the recipient "had a 
voice" in the matter. If a picture gives you pleas- 
ure, a feeling of peace or it thrills you or presents 
a challenge—it has a place on your walls. It's not 
the subject of the picture, but it's interpretation 
which gives it individuality. 


Colors within a picture should harmonize with 


colors in * room with its furnishings. The picture 
should repeat some of these colors so a feeling of 
"going together" is achieved.

Every picture you hang should be related to a piece or grouping 


of furniture, both in size and position. Over a large sofa, for example, 
you should hang either one very large or a large group of smaller 
pictures. Over a small dainty table you'll want to use a small picture 
with a delicate look. 


Pictures are always hung over a piece of furniture. In other words, 


they require a feeling of support from underneath. Since our newer 
furniture is lowering—pictures are lowering. Not more than 10-12 
inches of space should be left free between a picture and a piece of fur- 
niture. Pictures to be enjoyed must be on eye-level of the average per- 
son as they are seated in the room.

Did you eat a serving of a green 


or yellow vegetable today? A day's 
balanced diet nefls to include 
this very important item. At this 
season of the year there seems to 
be so many seasonable yellow 
vegetables that it should not be 
difficult to get them in the diet. 


There are the squash, rutabagas, 


parsnips, carrots, pumpkin and 
sweet potatoes in the yellow group. 
To vary some of these vegetables, 
trv frying carrots with apples or 
onions... Leave the skins on the 
apple'-"' Place all in a frying pan 
with a little melted butter or ba-_ 
con drippings. Cook carrots first 
and when they are almost tender 
add the apples or thinly sliced on- 
ions. Add a bit of brown sugar 
and salt and brown well. 


Try serving rutabagas by cook- 


ing equal portions of potato and 
rutabaga together. Drain; mash 
and Beacon with salt and pepper. 


Parsnips often have a woody 


core -that can be eliminated by 
boiling parsnips whole, splitting 
lengthwise, and stripping out the 
tough center. Parsnips can be 
mashed and seasoned. They can 
be made into little cakes and 
fried, or the halves can be dipped 
into flour and fried. Parsnips are 
often scalloped. This is done by 
splitting them lengthwise, placing 
in a shallow baking dish, cover 
with thin white sauce and sprinkle 
with bread crumbs and brown.

Unna settled with his 
family in Israel, then Palestine, 
in 1936, and received his educa- 
tion'in Haifa. He entered the serv- 
ice of the British Mandatory Gov- 
ernment in Palestine and was ap- 
pointed secretary to the Haifa 
District Officer in 1941. 


In 1942, Unna enlisted in the 


ranks of the British Army and 
served with a Palestinian Jewish 
Engineering Company of the 
Eighth Army throughout the West- 
em Desert Campaign. Later he 
was sent to England for officers 
training and graduated from the 
Military Academy in England in 
1946. He subsequently served at 
British 
Army Headquarters in 


Austria and Italy, and was dis- 
charged 'with the rank of First 
Lieutenant • in 1947. 


Returning to his previous post 


with the Mandatory District Offi- 
cer in Haifa, he remained here 
until the end of the British Man- 
date in May, 1948. During the Is- 
rael War of Independence, he 
served as infantry officer with the 
Israel Defense Army and saw ac- 
tion in Galilee. From 1949 until 
1952 he served as a regular army 
officer in the Israel Defense Ar- 
my. 


Early in 1953 Unna was trans- 


ferred'to the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs of the 
N Government of Is- 


rael, and in September, 1953, was 
appointed Vice .Consul to the Con- 
sulate General of Israel in New 
York. In February 1955, he was 
transferred to the Consulate of 
Israel in Chicago, where he has 
assumed his duties as Vice Con- 
sul in charge of Information Serv- 
ices for the midwest area.

The department said this 
v.-ould bring the price of St. Law- 
rence newsprint to $131 delivered 
in New York City.

Edsall was also a state senator 


and mayor of Dixon. He died in

^Borrowed' Hearts, Lungs 
Big Help in Heart Surgery

NEW ORLEANS W — "Borrow- 


ed" hearts and lungs look promis- 
ing as aides in the surgical treat- 
ment of congenital heart defects 
in children, a team of University 
of Minnesota surgeons reported to- 
day. 


They told the 28th annual scien- 


tific meeting of the American 
Heart Assn., that since March, 
1954. a total of 43 children has un- 
dergone surgery with the aid of 
"controlled cross circulation"— a 
method' in which the patient, in 
effect, "borrows" the heart and 
lungs of a donor lying alongside 
him in the operating room. The 
method was developed by a Min- 
nesota team. 


Allows Operation 


The idea of the technique is to 


interconnect the blood systems of 
patient and donor in such a way 
that the blood supply to the pa- 
tient's heart can be cut off with- 
out endangering his life. This al- 
lows surgeons to operate within 
the heart in a virtually bloodless 
field. 


Dr. H. E. Warden and several 


colleagues said two-thirds of the 
43 children survived and now have 
comparatively 
n o r m a l hearts. 


Most of the operations were de- 
fects in the muscular wall sepa- 
rating the heart's right and left 
chambers. 


They said a simple mechanical 


pump helps transfer blood from 
the patient to the donor so that it 
may pick up oxygen in the donor's 
lungs before being returned to the 
patient's arteries. 


Of vital importance in the devel- 
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opinent of the technique, they re- 
lated, was the finding that life can 
be maintained during the proced- 
ure with only one-eighth to one- 
fourth the usual volume,of circu- 
lating blood. 


In some cases, they said, the 


human donor can be eliminated— 
with use being made of reservoirs 
of compatible oxygen-rich blood 
instead. 


Encouraging Results • 


In another report to ,the meet- 


ing, Dr. Mario Stefanini of Boston 
reported encouraging results in at- 
tacking clots in blood vessels of 
the legs, abdomen and eye with a 
chemical enzyme derived from 
bacteria of the streptococcal fam- 
ily.

At a news conference . Friday, 


Dr. E. Cowles Andrus of Balti- 
more, president of the American 
Heart Assn., said that 65 to 10 
per cent of the men who suffer a 
first "coronary" heart attack — 
such as President Eisenhower has 
had—can "return to their original 
occupation." But he said they must 
live and work "in moderation," 
and he excluded any return to 
"heavy" physical labor.
